Grants Only Half of the French De- 


mands—Paris Newspapers Warn 


Great Britain Against Any Inter- 


ference in the Premises. 


PARIS, Jnly 24.—Siam's reply was 


handed to M. Pavie, French resident in 
Bangkok at 2 o'clock Saturday after- 
noon. The forty-eight hours allowed 
by France's ultimatum for a reply had 
Hot then expired. Tho text of the 
communication is as follows: 


M. LE MJOTBTBK—In reply to the communica- 
tion whloh by order of your government you 
hnndea to me on Thursday, July ZO, ot 9:46 In 
tho evening, lile majesty, the king, mv»n«uat 
Boverelgu, obargps me to make to you the fol- 
lowing declaration: 
His majesty regrets that no precise defini- 


tion ever has been given him oi what his ma- 
jesty Is to 
understand by the expression 


"Rujhts of the Empire of Aunam and ol tha 
Kingdom of Oombolla on the left bank of the 
Me-Kong river ana on the Islands oJ tho Me- 
Kong river." 
His majesty has been ever ready to abandon 
all the territory over -which the existence ol 
these rights should h»vo been proved, anil five 
months ago his majesty proposed to submit all 
contested points to International arbitration, 
Now he submits to the pressure of circum- 
stances in order to restore peace to his people 
anct security to tho numerous commercial in- 
terests at stake In his country. His majesty 
therefore consents to a delimitation of tbe 
frontiers between Siam and Cambodia. All the 
territory on the left bonk of the Me-Kong river 
eouthof aline drawn from the most northerly 
of the Siamese military posts, recently occupied 
by the Frauoo-Annamlte troops to another 
point situated in tho same latitude—that Is on 
tho leth degree north latitude, will be re- 
gurclud us Annamlte and Cambodia territory, 
tho river below the point indicated becoming 
the line of division between the neighboring 
states as far as to the point at whloh tbe river 
enters Cambodia territory and the use of the

times on tho subject of certain claims made by 
the French subjects on account of damage al- 
leged to have been suffered by them, owing to 
the exactions ol Siamese officials. These alle- 
gations are contested, however, by the latter. 
The king, guided by tho same conditions at 
those actuating the foregoing decisions, agrees 
not to insist on tho question of principle 
nnd to hand over to tfc 
6 government of 
the Frenc h republic the sum of 3,000,000 francs 
for tbe benefit of those who suffered the above 
mentioned losses. The Siamese government 
proposes, without, however, making It a con- 
dition, the appointment of a mixed commission 
tolncintro into tho question of damages and 
the amount of money Indemnities mentioned 
in [mraaraphs four, five and six of the French 
government's demand. 
The Stameso*BOvernment will Immediately 


deposit 8,000,000 francs to cover the amount of 
indemniuctUions enumerated above. The de- 
posit to be made simultaneously with tho ex- 
chimgo of notes by the two governments. His 
majesty having reason to believe that after 
proper Inquiry the sum ol 3,000,000 francs will 
be found to exceed the amount of Indemnities 
claimable, relies on the justice of the French 
government for the refunding of such a bal- 
aucoHH shall remain available after the settle- 
ment of tho different coses. 
Tuo Siamese government Is confident that in 


acceding to the demands ol.the French gov- 
ernment in the manner shown by the forego- 
ing declarations it has given proof of its sin- 
cere desire to maintain good relations with the 
Fi'oiu'h republic ond to settle in the most com- 
plete and definitive manner all Questions ex- 
isting between the two government. 


'I'liii communication is signed by the 


Siamese minister of foreign affairs. 


Thi' eighteenth parallel of latitude 


mentioned in Siam's reply cuts the Me- 
Kong river in a line with Khan-Muon, 
where dipt. Luce is now operating 
with a French force. 
The French 


claim, in fa.ct, fixed the twenty-third 
parallel as the northern boundary. As 
the northern frontier of Cambodia is 
along the fourteenth parallel, Siam, in 
her reply, grants only half of the 
French demands. 


The Paris- newspapers, led by the 


Temps, are conducting a vigorous cam- 
paign in favor of the government's full 
demand and are warning Great Brit- 
ain against imy interference in the 
present complication. 


Dispatches from Bangkok say that 


jlic territorial demands of France are 
.•egardcd as vague. The Siamese, al- 
though intensely excited, are display- 
ing great self-control. 


The Inconstante, which of all the 


French gunboats in Siamese waters 
has the greatest drought, will be able 
to pass the harbor easily before July 
27, when the monsoon will increase the 
de«th of water. 


At midnight it was stated Siam's re- 


ply to the French ultimatum is con- 
suiered unsatisfactory. 


M. Pavie will probably leave Bang- 


kok to-morrow 
(Wednesday) to go 


aboard the cruiser Forfait. The re- 
fusal of M. Develle, French minister 
of affairs, to give Siam an extention of 
time for her reply to the ultimatum is 
ascribed to his desire to force Siam and 
prevent her negotiating for British 
support.

A Two-Ton Stone Sent OrMhrns Through 


a Bouse.

He 
first worked as a miner, then as a coun- 
try store-keeper, and by his shrewd- 
ness amassed a fortune.

of Goodall, Perkins & Co., whloh for 
twenty years has controled the coast 
passenger and freight traffic. Perkins 
is a strong republican. 


A Colored Wife Murderer.

A Government Depository, In the Hands 


of a Bank Examiner. 


LOUISVILLE, 
Ky., July 
24.— The 


Kentucky national bank, with a capi- 
tal of 11,000,000 and a surplus of $100,- 
000, closed its doors Saturday and Bank 
Examiner Escott took charge. 
Its 


cash liabilities amount to 11,290,000 
and its time deposits to 1150,088, and 
discounts, *125,1C8. 
Its available as- 


sets that are readily convertible into 
cash are S250.00U. 


The bank fell into ser ions trouble 


in the fall of 1890 by having very heavy 
deposits from county banks which 
were checked so rapidly as to threaten 
a suspension of the bank. It has never 
recovered from that trouble, and its 
failnre has been 
expected 
several 


months. .No other banks here are 
hurt. 
The Kentucky national bank w as a 


United States depository and had gov- 
ernment deposits amounting to about 
1300,000. and its inability to make 
prompt transfers on this account, waa 
the immediate cause of the suspension. 
During the past three years its surplus 
has been reduced from »300,000 to MOO, 
000. 
The officers and directors do not 


expect to resume for some time if at 
all, and it is generally thought that it 
will not resume at all unless it should 
be entirely reorganized. 


About three years ago the bank oc- 


cupied its own building, costing $SOO,- 
000, which has since been unprofitable 
not netting 2 per cent. 


Mr. Escott authorizes the official 


statement that he has examined all the 
national banks In Louisville and vi- 
cinity, and they are solvent and mosl 
of them in good condition.

'The Sherman act is not alone re- 


sponsible for the prevailing want of 
confidence that this country now ex- 
periences. The distrust is not against 
the silver alone; it Is not against gov- 
ernment Issue of money. People are 
not holding gold throughout the <nun- 
try. Relatively gold is circulated as 
freely as Is silver. People are holding 
gold from the circulating banks of tbe 
saving institutions, and are locking it 
in safe deposit vaults or hiding it away 
in old stockings. They do this, not 
because they have no confidence In 
government money, but because they 
are fearful of business calamities. 
The distrust is increasing and the out- 
look is gloomy. • 


"The Sherman act is not the sole 


cause of bad times. It has served its 
purpose, it is true, but it is not respon- 
sible for the depression which over- 
hangs commerce, trade and agricul- 
ture. 


"The present party in power came 


in on a statement of its principles 
formulated and promulgated at Chi- 
cago, where a gathering which repre- 
sented a diversity of political be- 
liefs and prejudices gave this state- 
ment to the country as the plat-1 
form of the democratic party. 
It 


was announced to the country that 
the existing system of tariff should be 
modified to the extent of a tariff for 
revenue onlv. On this basis the candi- 
dates of the party now in power were 
elected. The enormous manufacturing 
interests were of course duly impressed 
and became competed to suit them- 
selves to the condition to which the 
ihicago platform must logically lead. 
It is impossible to bridge over sud- 


denly the wide chasm intervening be- 
jween comparative free trade and the 
protective system under which the 
nation grew rich without prolonged 
convulsions in trade. Groat economic 
changes do not adjust themselves with 
celerity; hence, fearing changes, factor- 
es stop, workshops close and prices 
shrink. 


If the Chicago enunciation of prin- 


ciples is to lie maintained, business 
must prepare for a change. According 
to*[its principles the government is 
pledged to reduce the tariff to the 
standard of the Chicago convention. 
The business of the country cannot 
prosper under the circumstances. Dis- 
trust is widespread! everything lan- 
guishes.

Senator Coke ot Texas baa a proper 


view ot tbe causes wj»cb bave led to tbe 
present trouble.

ancy of thto reform at Be earliest possi- 
ble day. AU industries^ ot the country 
under this condition ate carried on in a 
hand-to-mouth way, simply meeting im- 
mediate and pressing requirements, pro- 
ducing largely the stagnation ot trade 
which now exists, henae I believe that 
the tariff question should be taken up at 
the earliest possible moment, and dealt 
with as «xpsdraionely aa it u practicable, 
and Uie reform demanded by the people, 
thoroughly made. Failure to take np 
the tariff question at the extra amsioa ot 
congress would, in my judgment, have an 
exesedingly bad infloenee on tte country, 
and especially on the Oemoeralu party.

this, that while the return ot tbe Demo- 
crat* to power has, through tear ot ita 
tree trade threats, parartaed industries 
and thrown onr laboring people out ot 
employment, and pat the country in tbe
